TWO men have been jailed for a 
five month robbery spree in 
which eight stores were targeted. 

The pair, who were part of an 
‘organised crime group’, threat¬ 
ened staff with weapons during 
the robberies last year. 

They hit businesses across three 
counties - Northamptonshire, 
Suffolk and Norfolk - and were 
this week handed jail terms of 
more than 11 years in total. 

At Norwich Crown Court on 
Monday, Shaun Martin and 
Daniel Bage, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit robberies. 

Martin, 35, of Darwin Walk, 
Northampton was jailed for four 
and a half years and Bage, 29, of 
no fixed abode, for seven years. 

Starting in April, the Co-op 
store in Pond Alarm Close, 
Northampton, was robbed, foil- 
wed next month by one in 
Wootton Hope Drive, 
Northampton, then four in fune

in Richmond Road, Towcester, 
Lake Avenue, Kettering, and the 
One Stop shop, in Kent Road, 
Duston, and Tesco Express, in 
Wimborne Place, Daventry. 

Finally in fuly the Co-Op in 
Hunters Way, Brixworth, was tar¬ 
geted and in August the store in St 
Leonard’s Road, Far Cotton. 

They were also sentenced for 
three in Norfolk and Suffolk. 

Det Insp David Giles, from 
Suffolk Police, said: “The robber¬ 
ies had been meticulously

planned and executed at stores, 
often in remote locations. 

“Bage and Martin formed part 
of an organised crime group who 
had clearly researched their 
crimes and went to great lengths 
to carry out the robberies and 
secure their escape. 

“For shop staff to be confronted 
by people threatening them while 
brandishing weapons must have 
been terrifying. The fact that they 
are now behind bars will hope¬ 
fully be of some comfort to them.”

IT’S my second week and 
they’ve let me keep The Big 
Chair. 

One of the highlights was a 
visit to the Wootton Hall 
Police HQ to meet Assistant 
Police Commissioner Peter 
Heaton. He’s a nice bloke but 
he wasn’t the reason for the 
frisson of excitement about 
the trip. 

Wootton Hall is a slightly 
closed-off world with the 
trappings of high security 
around it. Once you have 
driven past the shockingly 
dilapidated buildings of the 
ambulance service and trad¬ 
ing standards you get to a 
hefty set of steel gates. 

They are open but they 
send a fairly unmistakeable 
message: this is not a place 
for coming and going just as 
you please. Assorted police 
vehicles are lined up in the 
parking area separated from 
civilian cars by low walls. 

It’s a kind of rubberneck-

interesting to step 
into a world - 
like this / 


er’s paradise with every¬ 
thing from 4x4s to patrol 
cars to gawk at as you follow 
the signs to reception. 

Wootton Hall itself has a 
fairly grand frontage 
although not over the top: 
you might say it’s an under- 
stately home - quietly confi¬ 
dent of its own importance. 

It’s always interesting to 
step out of everyday life and 
go into a world like this. 

The offices of the Police 
Commissioner’s department 
buzz with the energy of new 
ground being broken as they 
work towards delivering the 
three Vs: less violence; a bet¬ 
ter service for victims and 
increased police visibility. 

One of Peter’s aims is to 
help break down barriers 
between officers and the 
public. It’s never a bad thing 
to reach out but I would cau¬ 
tion against demystifying 
the police too much. 

A trip to headquarters 
should always be a little bit 
exciting...

Prison four times 
more likely in this 
county than others

CRIMINALS in 

Northamptonshire are four 
times more likely to go to 
jail than other places in the 
country. 

Research by the Howard 
League for Penal Reform 
shows that magistrates in 
the county imposed imme¬ 
diate custodial sentences in 
more than six per cent of the 
cases they heard during 
2011. 

This was four times the rate 
recorded in neighbouring 
Warwickshire (1.5 per cent) 
and in Northumbria (1.6 per 
cent). 

Overall, magistrates’ 
courts reduced their use of 
custody by a quarter between 
2001 and 2011. 

The maximum sentence 
that a magistrates’ court can 
impose is a six-month prison 
term, or up to 12 months in 


total for more than one 
offence. 

Frances Crook, Chief 
Executive of the Howard 
League for Penal Reform, 
said: “It is pleasing to see 
that magistrates’ courts are 
sending fewer people to pris¬ 
on overall than they have in 
the past. 

“However, one cannot 
ignore the striking disparity 
in sentencing trends 
between different 
criminal justice 
areas. 

“A short-term 
prison sentence 
is a catastrophe 
for everyone. 

“It does not 
help change the 
life of the person 
sentenced - indeed, 
it is likely to com¬ 
pound issues such as drug 
addiction and make them 
more likely to reoffend. 

“It costs the taxpayer a for¬ 


tune and it does nothing to 
help victims, who get no rec¬ 
ompense or easing of trau¬ 
ma. 

“A court which imposes 
short prison sentences 
increases the likelihood of 
local people becoming vic¬ 
tims of crime, because the 
failure rate is so high. 

“Community sentences are 
much cheaper than custody 
and they deliver better 
results. 

“They not only address 
a person’s offending, 
but allow them to 
access other services 
they need, such as 
help with drink, 
drugs or mental 
health problems.” 
Magistrates’ courts in 
England and Wales hand¬ 
ed down almost 1.2 mil¬ 
lion sentences to men, 
women and children during 
2011, of which more than 
46,000 were custodial.

AN eight week old baby had 
a narrow escape when a 
golf ball hit the family car 
and shattered the back 
window.

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Safety courses 
for bad drivers 


SAFETY courses could be

introduced for private 
hire drivers in 
Northampton. 

The borough council’s 
licensing committee will 
be meeting next Monday 
to discuss this issue. 

Councillors will be asked 
to look at potentially 
introducing safety aware¬ 
ness courses for private 
hire drivers who pick up 
passengers illegally. 

Unlike black cab drivers, 
it is against the law for 
private hire vehicle driv¬ 
ers to pick up people who 
flag them down on the 
street. 

Any driver who does 
breach the conditions of 
their licence and are not 
insured to drive. 

At the moment licensing 
enforcement officers will 
be seeking to prosecute 
offenders through the 
courts, but such prosecu¬ 
tions take time and are 
expensive. 

Recent court closures 
have also had an impact 
on the length of time it 
takes for cases to be heard. 


Education courses, simi¬ 
lar to speed awareness 
courses run by the police, 
are considered to be an 
effective alternative to 
prosecution. 

A course to re-educate 
offending drivers was 
piloted by licensing offic¬ 
ers between October 2012 
and March 2013. 

Offenders caught pick¬ 
ing up passengers illegally 
during this period were 
offered the opportunity 
to accept guilt, a 
caution and pay 
a £200 fee to 
attend a safety 
awareness 
course. 

As well as test¬ 
ing their aware¬ 
ness of the law, 
knowledge of the 
Highway Code, offenders 
were confronted with the 
possible consequences of 
their actions. 

All those who took part 
in the pilot found the 
course of value. 

Adopting safety aware¬ 
ness courses would bring 
the town’s licensing 
authority in line with 
other enforcement agen¬ 
cies that already offer an 


educational alternative to 
prosecution. 

Far from being what 
some could call a soft 
option, the courses are as 
far as the council is con¬ 
cerned would be seen as a 
way to change attitudes 
and behaviours. 

It would also speed up 
the time it takes to bring 
offenders to task. 

Any drivers committing 
another flagging offence 
after completing the 
course would also 
face immediate 
prosecution 
and the possi¬ 
ble loss of both 
their driver’s 
and private 
hire vehicle 
licences. 

Licensing com¬ 
mittee will consider 
whether to introduce 
safety awareness courses 
at its meeting on April 30. 

The meeting starts at 
6pm at the Guildhall. 

Anyone wanting to reg¬ 
ister to speak on the issue 
is asked to telephone the 
council’s democratic ser¬ 
vices department ahead

Silt removal for summer boats 


WORK has started to remove up to 
7,000 tonnes of silt from the River

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Racial assault during road rage headbutting attack 


A MOTORIST was racially 
abused by another driver 
before being headbutted.

CONCERNS have been raised 
after the company behind a bar 
which burnt down last January 
went into administration. 

It was revealed yesterday that 
Fat Cat Cafe fell into administra¬ 
tion. 

The bar in Bridge Street, 
Northampton, has been closed 
since last ianuary after a fire rav¬ 
aged the business. 

Scaffolding around the build¬ 
ing, which is what is mainly pre¬ 
venting the flow of two-way traf¬ 
fic down Bridge Street, was due 
to come down next month. 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council David 
Mackintosh, who has already 
hosted meetings with businesses 
in the area to hear their concerns 
about the road closure, has asked 
for an urgent meeting with the 
building’s owners. 

Fat Cats is a tenant in the build¬ 
ing, so it is not yet clear what the 
owners of the building are look¬ 
ing to do. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “I am 
very concerned to hear that Fat 
Cats has gone into administra¬ 
tion as they were a much loved 
venue on Bridge Street. 


“We have been in touch with 
the administrators yesterday 
morning and are also seeking an 
urgent meeting with the build¬ 
ing owners to find out further 
information, but the repairs on 
Bridge Street remains a key pri¬ 
ority for the Borough Council to 
help local businesses and re¬ 
open a key route into the town.” 

Tyrone Courtman, administra¬ 
tors Cooper Parry head of 


restructuring, said: “The compa¬ 
nies have been adversely affect¬ 
ed by poor trading at a few of 
their outlets. 

“The administration affords 
the companies the opportunity 
of restructuring its business 
whilst continuing to trade. 

“We are keen to explore all 
options and shall continue to 
trade those operations for the 
foreseeable future.”

‘Hostel’ plans 
face opposition

A PETITION has been 
launched against a plan 
to create a homeless shel¬ 
ter. 

A planning application 
has been submitted to 
Northampton Borough 
Council to turn a former 
care home in Churchill 
Avenue, Northampton, 
into a 42-bed ‘hostel’. 

It is planned that it 
would provide ‘short to 
medium term temporary 
accommodation’. 

About 100 residents 
attended a Lakeview 
Residents Association 
meeting on Monday and 
another meeting is 
planned for next Tuesday. 

One resident, Audrey 
Downs, said she was not 


aware of the proposal 
until this week. 

She strongly objects to 
the plans and said: “It’s a 
very quiet area around 
here and when that was a 
care home we had a nice 
set up with older people in 
the area. 

“If the people who are 
coming are going to be 
kicked out in the morning, 
then what are they going 
to do around here during 
the day. 

“People only found out 
about it last minute and 
for 98 people to turn up at 
11am on a Monday just 
shows their objections.” 

Ben Wesson, Labour’s 
County Council candidate 
for Boothville and 
Parklands, is backing resi¬ 
dents and opposing the 
application. 


Mr Wesson said: “Local 
residents are justifiably 
concerned that the devel¬ 
opment will not provide 
support and facilities 
needed for more than 40 
new people living there. 

“Having spoken to 
homeless people about 
the development, they’re 
equally worried at its dis¬ 
tance from essential ser¬ 
vices they need to access 
as they seek permanent 
accommodation and 
help.” 

A further meeting of the 
Lakeview Residents’ 
Association is set to take 
place next Tuesday at the 
Eden Close Community 
Room. 

A decision about the 
application is due to be 
made in the next few 
weeks. 


Traders could pay more for pitches 


STREET traders could face an 
increase of 40 per cent in 
fees. 

Northampton Borough 
Council licensing committee 
will decide next Tuesday 
whether to increase fees. 

The increases are intended 
to bring street trading fees 
more into line with other simi¬ 
lar sized towns and help the 
council cover the increasing 
costs of administering the 
licensing service. Street trad¬ 
ing fees have not been 
reviewed since 2003. 

Proposals to increase fees 
were last presented to the 
licensing committee in 
February, but committee 
rejected the increase and 
asked officers to introduce a 
more gradual fee increase. 

The council believes it 
would be unfair to penalise 
traders because the council 



had not increased fees since 
2003. 

The proposed fees for street 
traders have now been 
revised and will be presented 
to committee for approval. 

Under the new proposals 
the committee will be asked 
to agree a reduced fee 
increase phased over five 


years with different rates for 
premium and standard trad¬ 
ing locations. 

The new fee for a street 
trader in a standard location, 
such as an industrial park, 
will rise by 40 per cent to 
£140 for the year 2013/14 for 
one trading day a week mak¬ 
ing the cost of one day’s trad¬ 
ing £2.70. The cost of a pre¬ 
mium location with higher 
footfall, such as Abington 
Park, will rise to £175 making 
the cost of one day’s trading 
£3.37. 

Fee rates would then 
increase by an average of 20 
per cent a year over the next 
five years. 

The council is considering 
introducing a third fee cate¬ 
gory to allow street trading in 
the town centre on prime 
locations such as Abington 
Street and The Drapery.

However there could be ones 
older than this but they have yet 
to be found. 

A time capsule is a method of 
communicating with people in 
the future. 

It is giving them a snapshot of 
life as it is the day/year the cap¬ 
sule is buried. 

Some are created and buried 
to mark special occasions and 
can be buried for a set number 
of years or until they are dug up. 

One of the most recent time 
capsules to be buried in the 
county was in 2009 at 
Northampton College’s site in 
Booth Lane. 

The capsule was to celebrate 
the 36 years the college had 
been based at this location. 

The steel container included 
photographs of the college in 
2009, drawings by the children 
in the college nursery, promo¬ 
tional material dated industry 
journals, course materials. 

It is due to be opened in 2059.

It can also be used to add interest to 
stews or in a variety of twists on mashed potato, Swede 
has a good mineral content, it’s low in saturated fat and 
relatively high in sugars, It also provides some fibre and 
vitamins A and C. 


The passion fruit has to be one of the most intensely 
and enticingly scented of all fruits. Although not exactly 
a local food, good quality imports are conveniently in 
abundance when northern hemisphere summer fruits are 
out of season. 

Enjoy passion fruit on their own, on yoghurt or ice cream, 
or use them to impart their magical flavor to a variety of 
fantastic desserts. 


A very healthy array of vegetables is available to you this month 
which will counteract all the chocolate temptations over 
Easter time! These greens can be made into delicious starters or 
side dishes and will make you as sprightly as a spring lamb with all 
those vitamins, minerals and nutrients packed into them! 




The earliest known form of broccoli dating back to Roman 
times, Purple Sprouting Broccoli is full of flavour and 
can be eaten whole, leaves and all! It’s so good for you, 
being packed with vitamin C, Iron and Calcium, and helps 
prevent cancer, heart disease and diabetes. Best eaten 
as fresh as possible and bought in farmers markets, 
or better still, home grown. Although it takes a year to 
cultivate, once you start cutting off the heads, it keeps on 
sprouting! It can be steamed and served with butter and 
lemon juice or fried with anchovy paste, garlic and chilli. 


You know your mum always told you to eat up your 
greens? Well she had good reason! Spinach has so 
many health benefits that it really does make you big and 
strong like Popeye! Full of iron, anti-oxidants and so many 
vitamins, spinach strengthens your bones, is a brain food, 
has anti-aging effects and helps burn fat! It can be eaten 
raw in salads or steamed which is the healthier option, or 
sauteed in garlic and butter, adding a little lemon juice (or 
heavy cream and nutmeg if you’re feeling very naughty!) 
and salt and pepper to taste once cooked. 




Another green that’s great for your health, Rocket 
originates from the Mediterranean and was thought to 
be an aphrodisiac by the Romans! Its long green leaves 
have a strong peppery taste and when added to cooked 
pizzas in Italy gives a little twist to the flavour. An excellent 
salad ingredient (particularly tasty with pear and walnut), 
it’s also good in pasta dishes or coupled with cold meats 
like Carpaccio or cheeses.

Mitsubishi Mirage 
IUST A MIRAGE? 
By Andy Enright 


Mitsubishi claims its Mirage supermini is the first all sub-IOOg/km vehicle 
range in the UK and when coupled with a very low asking price, it does 
seem an interesting option for the budget-minded driver. It's not luxuriously 
finished or especially dynamic to drive but at these prices who's complaining? 
Worth a look. 

You get the choice of two engines, both petrol-powered. The entry-level 
powerplant is a 70bhp 1.0-litre unit, which is mated to a five-speed manual 
gearbox. Pay a bit more and you can choose a 79bhp 1.2-litre manual car 
with the option of a CVT automatic gearbox that really takes the drag out of 
city driving. This engine is quite perky, getting to 60mph in 11.7 seconds and 
running onto I I2mph. 

The suspension has been tuned for ride comfort rather than handling 
precision, which is what most buyers need for urban use. The 
1.0-litre powerplant is naturally a little more strained than 
the 1.2-litre when you get it out of town and you will 
notice a fair amount of wind noise at speed, with 
the three-cylinder engine also adding a 
thrumming accompaniment. The 
steering is geared for ease of use 
at low speeds, which makes 
parking very easy at the 
detriment of high-speed 
precision. All round vision out 
of the car isn't at all bad, with 
just the thick rear three quarter 
pillars that affect most 
superminis earning a demerit. 

The Mitsubishi Mirage is a car that rewards a little perspective. Drive it after 
stepping out of a Fiesta or a Clio and you may well be left a little flat. 

Remind yourself that it's not really gunning for this sort of opposition and 



look at it in the context of a Dacia Sandero or a Nissan Micra and suddenly 
it leaps to the fore. 

It looks good, the fuel economy and emissions figures are excellent, it's very 
keenly priced, you just know it's going to be metronomically reliable and it's 
been designed to work very well in town. We don't know whether this one 
is going to do any better than its Colt predecessor, but if you want 
something a little different and your new car budget isn't stretching too far, 
you might find a lot to like here.

Citroen CI special edition 

MAKING THE 
CONNEXION

The first production car on UK roads 
resulting from an app created in 
collaboration with Facebook is 
Citroen's CI Connexion special edition. 

More than 24,000 Facebook users 
submitted their ideal configurations for 
a special CI citycar of this type - and 
the Connexion is the result. But is it 
any good? 

Like all CI buyers, purchasers of this 

Connexion model get only one engine choice, a frugal 68bhp 1.0i petrol unit. 
There's also a refreshing lack of gimmicks and nonsense that can plague some small 
cars as manufacturers look to differentiate their wares. With this Citroen, you just 
get a citycar that's small, manoeuvrable, easy to see out of and 
very simple to operate. 


The Connexion certain stands out with its Caldera Black metallic paint and 14-inch 
'Rift' alloy wheels. It all nicely enhances the most recent CI facelift which has seen 
a revised front end and better quality upholstery and smarter materials inside. 

Unlike a number of its rival tiny runabouts, the CI Connexion offers a 
choice of either three or five-door body styles. The glass 

tailgate looks good but unlike that on the C3 supermini, 
doesn't extend down to bumper level, which might be 
a pain if you're constantly wanting to load in heavy 
shopping. The wheelarches are surprisingly beefy 
and the rear set are sculpted a little further 
forward in the three-door body style. The five- 
door car sees its rear doors meet the rear light 
clusters in a very neat piece of packaging. 

You can't accuse Citroen of not listening to its 
customers and this Connexion special edition 
is a good example of the French brand doing 
just that. More than 24,000 Facebook folk 
have managed to specify a very attractive 
citycar package that'll look good on the 
showroom floor. Expect a significant number of 
citycar buyers to make the Connexion. 

If that happens, then you can bet this won't be the last such 
collaboration we'll see of this kind. Facebook is here to stay - and so is 
this Cl.

Dacia Duster & Dacia Sandero 

PRICE BUSTERS

A new car for the price of a second hand one is always a tempting prospect and when it's as smartly 
styled and capable as Dacia's Duster, the concept becomes particularly appealing. Undercutting rival 
models in the Crossover and small SUV 4x4 segments by an enormous amount, this Romanian 
budget brand uses proven Renault engineering to create a very likeable product that could prove 
ideal as back-up family transport. Dig down the back of the sofa for some money 
and join the queue to try one. a r —„ 

2WD is standard fare unless you pay an all-wheel drive 
premium for a variant like the one we tried. It's well 
worth considering. The extra cash gets you an 
impressive Nissan-engineered three-mode 
system, selectable via a rotary controller in 
front of the gear stick. As for engines, well 
most buyers will want to avoid the entry-level 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit and go for the 
I lObhp 1.5-litre dCi diesel we tried which has 
nearly 60% more pulling power. 

The eye-catching £9,000 entry-level price 
applies only to the 2WD petrol model. For a 
diesel, you'll need around £12,000 and there's a £2,000 premium for 4WD. If you want air 
conditioning, you have to have the top Laureate trim level, which will cost from around £13,000. As 
much as the price, we have a feeling that the shape is going to sell this Duster. It's not typically 
compact-SUV generic, with a glasshouse shallower than that of some rivals, a kicked-up rear 
window line and a wheelbase that appears longer than it is. 



Dacia Sandero 

The Dacia Sandero is an interesting car. Yes, you can buy it as a super stripped-out bargain basement 
item for around £6,000 but most of us want a few more creature comforts. Like the Duster, Dacia 
has very carefully worked the specifications list so that the super-low baseline model price tag draws 
customers into dealers where they will then realise that the car they actually want is the range- 
topper. After all, to many people these days, air conditioning isn't a luxury extra but something they 
expect on a modern car. 

There's only a single five-door hatchback 
bodystyle but it does come in either 
standard form or as the 'Sandero Stepway', 
a variant that dresses up this design with a 
bit more SUV-style attitude and offers a 
higher ride height. Most though, will be 
looking at the standard version and for 
some perspective, in size, this car is 
somewhere between a Fiesta-shaped 
supermini (models of which are priced 
from around £ 10,500) and a Focus-sized 
family hatch (priced from around £14,000). 
So you get the idea. It really is hard to 
argue with this kind of value proposition. 
The engine selection is fairly modest as 
you might expect but that doesn't mean it's 
archaic. The 900cc three-cylinder TCe 90 
petrol engine is sure to prove popular. For those on tighter budgets there's a 75PS 1.2-litre four- 
cylinder engine that's not quite as peppy and there's also a couple of diesels. Both are of 1.5-litre 
capacity and come in 75 and 90PS guises.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Basketball legacy 
is building at NSG

ANYONE who has read John 
Feinstein’s ‘A Season On The 
Brink’, chronicling the 1985-86 
season of the Indiana Hoosiers 
college basketball team and their 
coach Bob Knight, will have some 
idea of how popular the sport and 
team are in their home town of 
Bloomington and the surround¬ 
ing area. 

Northampton is not 
Bloomington. It does not have the 
sort of rabid hoops fans who would 
buy freeze-dried horse retinas just 
because there is a picture of leg¬ 
endary Hoosiers guard Steve 
Alford on the box. Yet Northampton 
is a small hot bed of the sport 
where there has been success. 

The Northampton School for 
Girls team are not the Indiana 
Hoosiers - not yet, anyway. But 
they have gone on to claim three 
national titles, including two in 
the last two years, along with a 
string of other honours since being 
founded 12 years ago. 

And NSG coach Karen Goodrich 
is not Bob Knight. You would not 
find her hurling a chair across the 
court in frustration at a botched 
call by the officials as the fiery 
Knight once did. However, they do 
share the desire and drive to build 


a successful team, as well as bring 
the best out of their young players. 

Given her background, it was 
perhaps inevitable Goodrich 
would end up being one of the 
driving forces behind the sport in 
the town. She was playing National 
League basketball at age 14 for 
Avon Cosmetics, later 
Northampton 76ers, and after 21 
years playing she moved into 
coaching with Northants 
Basketball Club. 

Goodrich joined NSG after leav¬ 
ing her job as a basketball develop¬ 
ment officer and in their first sea¬ 
son won the 2001 title, thanks in 
no small part to 50 points in the 
final from Angelina Browne, who 
later went to college in the USA 
and now plays for 
Northamptonshire Titans. 

“When I first came here I was just 
running a club after school for 
whoever was interested and then a 
lot of those girls joined Northants 
Basketball Club,” said Goodrich. 

“We had a very talented group of 
girls and a lot of people said: ‘Oh 
that’s just a one-off, let’s see if it 
happens again.’” 

Goodrich was determined it 
would and worked hard with the 
girls who were left. They won sev¬ 
eral ‘B’ tournaments in the old 
England Schools Basketball com¬ 
petitions, as well as reaching the 
quarter and semi-finals of the ‘A’ 
tournaments. 

Then in 2012, the Under-15 team 


defeated Ashcombe School 65-49 
to claim the England Basketball 
National Schools Championship. 
The Under-17s followed that up by 
beating Greig City Academy 63-42 
over Easter this year to earn NSG 
another national honour. 

“It was weird because the year 
before, the younger age group had 
won it and we had come third, so 
we didn’t get through to the final,” 
said captain Lois Bain. “This year 
we were really nervous and won¬ 
dering what it was going to be like 
because they are a good team and 
they have a good reputation. 

“But we just wanted it more and 
played better, so we deserved it in 
the end.” 

The feat was made more impres¬ 
sive by the fact several of last year’s 
Under-15 team were involved, 
including that side’s victorious 
skipper Steph Ogden who was 
named Most Valuable Player 
against Greig City after top scoring 
with 23 points, pulling down nine 
rebounds and grabbing five steals. 

Ogden is modest about her 
achievement, not believing she 
deserved the accolade, but she is 
clearly a talented athlete. After 
giving up her first love of football, 
where she was part of the 
Northampton Town Ladies 
Academy, she has excelled on the 
basketball court and is in the 
England New Horizons pro¬ 
gramme. 

“I lived and breathed football, 


but when I came Karen got me into 
basketball,” said Ogden. “I fell in 
love with it and quit football. 

“It was a difficult decision 
because of where I got in football, 
but basketball took over and I 
enjoyed it more.” 

The future also looks bright, with 
England squad members Sarah 
Round and Caitlin Stewart both 
starring for the Under-17s, despite 
still being eligible for the lower age 
groups. 

Tuesday night saw the Under-15s 
progress to the Final Fours in 
Nottingham on May 19 after beat¬ 
ing last year’s Under-14 champions 
Greensward Academy 58-53. The 
Under-16s also have a chance of 
qualifying when they play 
Framingham Earl School on 
Monday. 

Northampton is not 
Bloomington. NSG are not the 
Indiana Hoosiers. Karen Goodrich 
is not Bob Knight. But they have 
proved to those early doubters 
they can compete with those 
schools from the main basketball 
areas of London, Birmingham and 
Manchester. 

“A lot of that is to do with the 
commitment of the girls we have 
got at this school - the fact that 
they will attend practise once or 
twice a week, and they also play 
outside of school which helps,” 
said Goodrich. “But they’re very 
professional and quite serious 
about it.”

WHEN he returned to his first club 
Cambridge on loan, Northampton 
Saints fly half Will Hooley found 
himself thrown into a situation 
which would prove challenging to 
any player, let alone a teenager 
still learning his trade. 

The 19-year-old arrived at Volac 
Park to play for a team rooted to the 
bottom of National Division One 
and already relegated, as well as 
having to field an inexperienced 
side due to previous financial prob¬ 
lems.

“At Cambridge, you’ve got to be 
prepared to step into a role you’re 
not used to, whether that’s tackling 
forward, going out wide, kick, pass, 
run - whatever that may be.” 

Cambridge is a club Hooley says 
will always be close to his heart. 

He grew up in the area and first 
played mini and junior rugby there, 
before going on to win the Daily 
Mail Vase at Twickenham with The 
Leys School. 

The fact it was somewhat familiar 
surroundings made the transition 
from being part of a winning 
Wanderers team in the Aviva A 


League at Northampton to a side in 
turmoil somewhat easier, and he 
hopes he and his fellow Saints have 
been able to make a difference. 

“In terms of preparing myself, 
although maybe not being on the 
strongest side, I’m always ready 
and wanting to do well,” said 
Hooley. 

“I owe a lot to that club because 
they helped me out when I was 
young. 

“So if there is anything I can do in 
the games I’ve played then hope¬ 
fully I’ve done a good job.” 

Hooley has had the opportunity 
to play at full back as well as fly half 
while at Cambridge, which he feels 
has given him the chance to devel¬ 
op his game by seeing matches 
from a different perspective.
